Latest Thrill in Mountain Motoring 


Many Difficulties 


Opening Up of 
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Faced By Surveyors 


One of the Mott Spectacular Driven 
in th 0 Canadian Rockies 

Tho uutotnoblo has followed the 
lcomotlvn through one more barrier 
of the Canadian Rockies. Forty two 
years ago the first locomotives slipped 
down tho lower Kicking; Horse Can* ; 
yon from Field Into Golden and tho 
Columbia Valley. This year tho auto 
motile will follow. It Is another sub¬ 
stantial step towards the direct Cal¬ 
gary Vancouver Highway. 

I«ca\ Ing Field tho m w road follows 
I he railway down tho wide valley of 
the Kicking Horse, headed almost due 
south, leaving behind tho glorious 
group of peaks that forms the Presi¬ 
dent range, looking across at the 
snow tlppi*d Van Horne range, with 
tho Ilcnverfoot peaks In the distance 
ahead. 

Between Field and Leancholl tho 
valley of the Kicking llorso Is fairly 
open, but almost before the motorist 
notices It, he has left a hit a moun¬ 
tain meadow and begun to climb and 
In a few minutes be Is perched on the 
mountain side. Tho railway lino, 
from tOO.to 700 feet below, Is In plain 
view nearly all the time and ono sues 
what the engineers had to contend 
with In getting It through beside tho 
raging Kicking Horse. 

The drive through the canyon Is 
thrilling. The traveller scales mighty 
heights and looks upon vistas of In¬ 
describable beauty. Nature has done 
some of her most gorgeous scene 
painting. Pine-clad mountain sides 
aro variegated with splashes of pop¬ 
lar that relieve the sombre tono of tho 
conifers. Nature has splashed her 
brush over tho many-colored rocks 
and shales. 

But her masterpiece Is tho climax 
nt the finish. When tin* canyon reach¬ 
ed its wildest stage, when highway 
and railway acorn to be almost crowd¬ 
ed out, suddenly one Is looking out 
over the wide valley of the Columbia. 
The great lazy river sprawls out on 
the floor of the valley, slowly making 
its way north along its sandbar 
strewn bed to the mighty sweep 
around the Big Bend. 

Those who make tho trip from Field 
to Golden will agree that tho 17 
mile stretch between Leanchell and 
Golden will not take second place to 
any other part of tho Alpine trans- 
Canada highway for spectacular 
thrills and scenic grmdeur.

The Right Time to 

Harvest With a Combine 


It Is generally agreed throughout 
Canadu that tho opening up of West¬ 
ern Canada has been incomparably 
tho greatest cdrglo factor since Con¬ 
federation tu the recasting of Can¬ 
ada’s industrial and commercial life. 
A major portion of tho change In tho 
complexion and ‘stature of Canadian 
hade abroad, and In the entire field 
of domestic Industry, 1.* traceable di¬ 
rectly or Indirectly to the agricultur¬ 
al expansion in Western Canada. 

Agriculture is the basic Industry of 
the Dominion. It lias exercised the 
greatest lnQueace upon both the do- 
greo and the direction of Canada's 
material progress. Tho Dominion is 
now the world’s large* t exporter of 
wheat and oats. In the production of 
other grains. In dairy products and in 
tho other yields of farm and orchard, 
Canada holds an Important place. 
Wheat, however, has been the most 
powerful factor In attracting popula¬ 
tion and capital to the Dominion in 
bringing virgin areas under cult Ba¬ 
llon, In widening the market for do¬ 
mestic manufacturing, mining and 
other industries, In building up the 
volume of export trade and creating 
purchasing power necessary to fin¬ 
ance tho substantial imports of a 
variety of commodities. Wheal, too, 
lias proved a veritable economic fairy 
to tho country us a whole. 

At the time of Confederation, the 
total production of wheat was about 
15,000.000 bushels. Last year t lie 
yield tot tiled 410,000,000 bushels In 
mum] figures. Most of the wheat crop 
is now marketed by tho Canadian 
Wheat Pool, a farmer’s co-operative 
organization, the largest of its kind 
lu the world, evidence of the vision 
and genius of the Canadian farmer. 
The growth of every branch of agri¬ 
culture and horticulture In recent 
years has been phenomenal. In 1867 
the total vuluo of agricultural pro- 
ducts was in the neighborhood of one 
hundred million dollars. The value of 
the field crops alone In 1926 has been 
computed at $1.121.4 17,000, and these 
figures do not include hundreds of 
millions worth of dairy and other 
agricultural and fruit products. 


For tho purpose of establishing

Tlio arrangements were reviewed 
by Hon. (!. A. Dunning, minister of 
railways and canals, on behalf of the 
government, uud at the final meeting 
of tho hoard the airmen who acconi 
panied tho expedition were received 
by the minister who wished them lain 
voyage on behalf of the government, 
and also to explain, in a general way. 
the objective of tho government in 
regard to the entire Hudson Bay pro 
Ject. in doing so, Mr. Dunning said: 

"You men all know something about 
Hudson Bay and Strait, and the part 
they have played in the history of the 
country. Wo say In the west that 
Hudson Bay was the first front door 
of western Canada. As an entry port 
for settlement it wifs, of course, more 
or loss abandoned when the transcon¬ 
tinental railways were built. Hud 
son Bay Is a great inland sea. pro 
bnbly the largest Inland sea not yet 
exploited In the whole world, and tho 
government of Canada has determined 
that the resources adjacent to that sea 
Bliall be exploited and developed. Vou 
are not going tip there for the pur 
pose of facilitating that work. That 
policy has already been decided upon, 
that I* to say. the government Intends 
to construct a tailway to tho bay.. 
That railway Is well on the way to 
completion now. It Is the intention of 
the government also to develop a port 
there, first for the purpose of promot¬ 
ing the exploitation of the bay regltm 
generally, and secondly, to develop to 
the fullest possible limit Hud-ton Bay 
ami Strait as a transatlantic outlet 
for the products of tho west, or any 
part of the country that may desire 
to make use of the facilities thus es 
tublislied. 

“It is the policy of the government 
to provide for the development of tho 
best port on the bay in order that all 
tho resources of tho territory adja 
cent to and surrounding tho bay may 
. be exploited and developed. Secondly, 
j It Is the Intention of tho government 
. to provide, so far as the facts widen 
you will determine will permit, for 
ocean navigation from a port on tho 
bay to any other part of the world 
Your part has to do with determining 
what aids to navigation can be de¬ 
vised as tho lesult of your own ob¬ 
servation of conditions there, to 
lengthen to Its uttermost limit tho 
know n period of navigation through 
the Strait. We know that the bay it¬ 
self does not freeze over; we assume 
that navigation within the bay Is open 
for a greater length of time than 
navigation In the strait. Your expo 
dition will gain useful Information in 
that connection. It Is a fact, never¬ 
theless, that the strait has been navi 
gated ut various periods of tho year 
for three hundred years, it may b« 
said It has not been commercially 
navigated, has not becomo a great 
ocean highway such as tho North 
Atlantic. Upon what you aro able to 
devise by means of your observations, 
upon what the technical olllcors of tho 
department of marine and fisheries 
are able afterwards to provide by 
way of scientific aids to navigation, 
will depend the development! of u now 
Transatlantfc routo for a considerable 
portion of the year. 


Now Is the Titne to Secure Good Seed 
For Next Year 

Now Is tho tlnio to take steps to »e- 
ctfre good seed for next year, states 
Mr. I\ It. Cowan, cereal 1st at the 
Central Fxperlmontnl Farm. The host 
part of a wheat, oats or barley field 
should be staked off to be harvested 
separately. Any bonds that are off 
type, weak or diseased heads, other 
cultivated plants and noxious weeds 
should lu* pulled, going over the plot 
nt least three times until It Is clean. 
Before harvesting a strip should be 
rut around the plot to facilitate a 
separate harvesting. The binder must 
be thoroughly clean before the cut¬ 
ting and the plot atooked and thresh¬ 
ed by Itself. The threshing must be 
absolutely clean, and tho seed plot 
throbbed Into clean bags. If tho grnin 
Is not dry the bag! should be only 
partially fil ed nnd n't too many piled 
together. Tho bags should be turned 
over dally tin ill the grain Is dry. 
Marly In the winter the seed should 
be thoroughly cleaned using u scrupu¬ 
lously clean fanning machine and 
clean bags. , 


Grain Mutt Be Dry and Hard Before 
Cutting 

Tho only safe rule to follow lu 
combino harvesting is to wait until 
the majority of tho grains In tho field 
aro dry and hard. Tills was made 
plain In a series of Investigations 
conducted at tlio Dominion Expert- 
mental Station. Swift Current, Sa.sk., 
the results of which are detailed In a 
Dominion Department of Agriculture 
pamphlet entitled “Thu Combined 
Reaper-Thresher In Western Canada.” 

In harvesting with tho combine tho 
grain Is threshed at the same time as 
It la cut. It Is therefore nucessary, 
when the combine is used, to let the 
crop stand from 10 to 15 days after 
the binder might have been used, In 
order that tho grain may reach uulll- 
rlont maturity to keep without loss 
from heating, bin-burning, or from 
being graded as damp or tough. If the 
weather Is dry and warm this period 
might be shortened to 8 days, but If 
It Is damp and cool and the stand is 
thin tho period may have to he leugth- 
et to as much as 20 days. 

An attempt was made. In tho ex¬ 
periments at the Swift Current Sta¬ 
tion, to shorten the waiting period 
and thus eliminate part of tho risks 
from delay. Part of the crop was cut 
after waiting for only a few days from 
tho time tho hinder might have been 
used and some of tho grain was 
placed In heaps on the ground, some 
In ventilated bins, and the remainder 
passed through a dehydrator. None of 
these methods was satisfactory, and 
the conclusion was nrrl/ed at that It

Canada’s Output For Last Year 
Worth Over Thirty Six 
Millions 

Canada’s gold production in 1926 
again established a new high record, 
with a total of 1.754,228 lino ounces, 
which was worth $36,263,110 us 
against tho 1925 production of 1,735,- 
735 fine ounces, worth $35,880,826, 
according to a report of the Mining, 
Metallurgical and Chemical Branch 
of the Dominion Bureau of Statistics. 
Ontario contributed most of the out¬ 
put, or 1.497,215 fine ounces, an in¬ 
crease of 36.176 ounces o\er the 1925 
total, setting a new high production 
mark for the province.

Foot and Mouth Disease 


Outbreak in England Will Prevent 
Importation of Stock 

The department of' agriculture, 
Ottawa, announces a new outbreak 
of foot and mouth disease in England 
at Wiggington Tamworth, Stafford 
slilro. Many permits havo been is¬ 
sued for the importation of pure bred 
cattle, sheep and swine from Groat 
Britain, this season, up to date, nnd 
tills new outbreak will necessitate 
tho holding up of these Importations. 
Insofar at least as those from England 
are concerned, until that part of 
Great Britain is once again free from 
this disc vise. 

In the case of importations coming 
from Scotland, It is not the Intention 
of the department to stop import a- 
Ions on condition Hint affidavit cun 
be made to the effect that the stock 
being shipped from Scottish porta 
1ms not been In England within 60 
days of export, nor been In contact 
with cattle coming from England 
within that time. Further, it will be 
required that boats carrying such 
cattle from ‘Scotland must not touch 
at English ports after loading.

Horses For Cavalry 


Western Mustangs Said to be Par¬ 
ticularly Suited For This Purpose 
Canadian horses numbering 1.400 
are being shipped to Russia. Ten 
purchasing agent* from Russia have 
been In British Columbia and Albor 
ta, selecting theso hordes. From In¬ 
formation received these hor es aro 
for tho Russian cavalry. 

Tho Canadian horses and particu¬ 
larly tho mustangs that run wild on 
the prairies are particularly suited 
for cavalry uses. Owing to their 
ability to staud mile after mile of 
fast traveling, the Soviet Govern¬ 
ment is going to considerable ex¬ 
pense in buying and transporting 
these animals from Canada.

Laws That Govern These Bodies Are 
Still a Mystery 

Comets are strange bodies that 
baffle even the minds of those be¬ 
hind the huge telescopes 111 the ob- 
senalorles. Trn\oiling at n dizzy 
speed they rush toward the sun, 
triu el around It, and then return to 
the distant spaces from which they 
emerged. 

rdinund Halley, ah English tis 
trononicr. began studying the orbits 
of comets, and in 16S2 he calculated 
that the comet then \islblo would re- 1 
turn In 1769. When In December of 
that year the comet did reappear, 
scientists realized that Halley had 
made an extremely Important contri¬ 
bution to the study of comets, and 
tills particular one was named after 
him. 

With Halley's computations the 
study of comets was rendered Infln- 
lt« ly mot© simple than It had been 
pro Ions to his time. There still re¬ 
mains the question as to how these 
swift travellers begin their Journeys 
and what their significance may be 
In n universe governed by Inexorable 
laws. Scientists have yet to discol¬ 
or the unknown laws that govern 
these bodies, for they seem sonuv 
times to flout those laws already 
known.

Continental Hotels 


some month back I booked mi- 
rooms and was shown Into my bed¬ 
room. There were no clothes on the 
bed, no keys to the drawers, no tow ¬ 
els for washing, no soap, no water 
for washing and no jug or basin in 
which to hold water. I protested that 
the room was not furnished. 1 was 
told that it was. The visitors always 
brought their ow n bedclolites, a soap, 
towels, and they washed In a com¬ 
mon wash-up room! So a traveller 
tells f iis ©experiences to the Lou¬ 
don Daily Mall. 

A couple of months ago, this trav¬ 
eller continues, I spent a fortnight in 
a small hotel on tho west coast of 
Wales. There were enough bed¬ 
clothes on the hod for a trip to the 
North Pole. There was a key for 
every drawer, plenty of soap, towels 
and water. There were brushes, 
combs, pins, safety-pins, hairpins, 
needles, cotton, randies and matches. 

In England the hotels supply soap, 
on the Continent seldom, if ever. In 
England two towels for each person 

0 

are placed as a matter of course; Jn 
Ireland one; in Germany three. A 
bedroom Is not furnished until tooth 
picks and a bowl of sand are sup 
plied. The sand, too, appears in very 
good-class hotels in Spain. 

The water bottlo is also a contro 
versial matter. It completes the fur¬ 
nishing of tho bedroom In England; 
It la seldom found in Scotland. Two 
arc often found on the Continent. 

Tho bedroom Is not considered 
completely furnished In Switzerland 
during the winter unless tho heating 
system Js working well. A fricml of 
mine got DO per cent, off Ids bill for 
rooms last winter because Ills bed¬ 
room was not completely furnished 
on this score. 


To Colonize Palestine 


Canadian Zionists Subscribe to Large 
Funds for This Purpose 

Plans for tho colonization of 
Palestine and for tho restoration of 
the native land to the Jews met with 
unanimous approval of the delegates 
who alti mlcd the 2lst convention of 
Canadian Zionists In Winnipeg. 

Tho situation In Palestine, condi¬ 
tions as they are today and as they 
were half a century ago were vividly 
told to tho delegates by M. Usslsli- 
kin. chairman of the world national 
fund for restoring Palestine to tho 
Jews, and other noted scientist lead 
ers at the concluding session of the 
convention. A million dollar fund Is 
being collected for the purchase of 
land In Palestine "and at the conven¬ 
tion more than $300 000, the quota 
set for the Canadian Zionists was 
subscribed. Mr. and Mrs. A. J. Frei- 
man, of Ottawa, chairman of the 
Canadian council, and president of 
tho lladdasah, the women’s organiza¬ 
tion, respectively opening the fund 
with a subscription of $50,000.

Huge Annual Expenditure of the 
United States Government 

Our bureaucratic typo of govern¬ 
ment Js not only encroaching more 
and more on the personal rights and 
liberties of the individual, but , the 
horde of government emplojees and 
payroll patriots Is steadily growing. 
James A. Emery, counsel to the Na¬ 
tional Association of Manufacturers, 
recently stated the situation graphic¬ 
ally when he said that "from New 
Years until tlie first of March the pro¬ 
duction and services of tho nation 
are absorbed by Its government.” 

One fourth of all the thrift, all the 
saiing, all the hard work, all the re¬ 
sources of mine and field, are poured 
Into this rapacious maw. Mr. Emery 
pointed out that "for every eleven 
wage earners In tho United States 
there la one recipient of government 
compensation. It means an annual 
expenditure for and by American 
government in all Its forms of a huju 
equal to tlie value In 1925 of all the 
crops raised on six and* a half mil¬ 
lion American farms, embracing more 
than 340,000,000 acres of land. Amer¬ 
ican government In all Its forms Is 
annually spending at the rate of more 
than eleven dollars for every minute 
which has elapsed since the birth of 
Christ."—Thrift Magazine.

1 Value Last Year Estimated At Over 
Forty Million Dollars 

An attractive rural livelihood Is 
being earned in widely separated 
sections of Canadn by increasing 
housnndH of poopfc engaged Iq fruit 
raising The value of the commer¬ 
cial fruit crop last year was estimat¬ 
ed at $20,316,966 while probably an 
equal quantity was used for local re¬ 
quirements without passing through 
commercial channels. 

Soli and climate of Canada are 
well adapted to frutt culturo, the 
Annapolis Valley, the Niagara Pen¬ 
insula and the Okanagan district of 
British Columbia having achieved 
world fame through their products. 

While early settlers had founded 
the fruit Industry more than a cen¬ 
tury before tt was not until 1861 
that the first experimental shipment 
of apples was made from the Anna¬ 
polis Valley In Nova Scotia. By 1890 
the average crop In Nova Scotia was 
about 100,000 barrels. Nineteen 
years later it had reached 1.000,000 
barrels and In 1911 the record total 
of 1,900,000 barrels was reached. In 
1919 the n^w mark of 2,000,000 bar¬ 
rels was set. 

.Commercial fruit growing in Bri¬ 
tish Columbia is of recent origin but 
progress has been rapid. in 1891 
there were only 6.500 acres under 
•all kinds of fruit in the province. By 
1921 this had been expanded to 43,- 
5611 acres, and while the figures have 
not been compiled since the census 
of that year, It is kuown that the area 
has been further increased until it 
now stands In tho nc lgliborhood of 
60,000 acres. 


Would Make Country Barren If Rivers 
Did Not Carry It Back to 
Ocean 

That flic whole island of Great 
Britain Is being sprinkled with salt, 
as If from a gigantic salt shaker, is 
tho conclusion recently announced to 
I the Literary and Philosophical So¬ 
ciety of the city of Manchester, 
England, by Wilfred Irwin. 

The salt conies from the sea and 
most of it falls on the land surface, 
not as dry salt, but as salt dissolved 
In tho British rain water. 

Mr. Irwin has analycd rain wntcr 
collected at 12 different points In 
England and Wales, both at times of 
calm weather and during violent 
storms blowing from the sen. Aver- 
agalng the data, with proper calcu¬ 
lations of the amount of rainfall ami 
so on, he finds that about 1. 000,000 
tons of salt fall each year on England 
and Wales alone. 

This amount of salt soon would 
render tho land a barren desert, liko 
tho sand fiats of tho Sahara, were It 
not for the fact. It Is explained, that 
tho salt is carried back to tho sea 
again In the water of tho brooks and 
rivers 

The amount of salt sprinkled on 
tho lnnd Is much greater, as was ex 
pected, during or Just after violent 
Storms from tho sen than at times of 
calm. 

Tho source of the salt 1* believed 
to be almost entirely sea spray blown 
up from the surface of tho ocean dur¬ 
ing rtorms and dried In the air to 
tiny particles of salt dust. These 
then blow Inland and nro dissolved 
and carried down by tho rain.

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Western Non- 
Metallic Minerals 

Rich Deposits Are Found l n Many 
Parte of Western Canada 

The non-metnillc minerals of West¬ 
ern Canadn nrn coming moro into 
prominence year by year. In analyzing 
these non metallic minerals by pro 
vlnces only, structural materials and 
clay products aro Included, coal, 
which 1h found lu Mnnltobu, Saskatch¬ 
ewan, Alberta and British Columbia 
and produced In the latter three pro¬ 
vinces, petroleum and natural gas 
oils, and sand and gravel, which aro 
fairly well distributed throughout tho 
West, not being referred to. 

'Tho southern part of Saskatchewan 
Is attracting a great deal of attention 
on account of Its very excellent clays 
suitable for tho manufacture of fire¬ 
brick, white-ware, porcelain ware, 
pottery, brick and tllo. There Is 
quite a large production of clay In tho 
province, and all of tho foregoing 
products are being manufactured from 
these clays with the oxbeptlon of 
white ware and porcelain ware. 

Sodium sulphate occurs in various 
parts of tho province, and at Dunkirk 
the sodium sulphate Is treated and 
made Into salt rake and shipped to 
the papermllls as far east as tho At¬ 
lantic seaboard and west to the Paci¬ 
fic. Other deposits ln tho province in¬ 
clude one at fngcbrlght Lake, which 
Is the largest and purest body of so¬ 
dium sulphate in the world, but as yet 
no production baa taken place from 
this point. There are also materials. 
Including bentonite and volcanic ash, 
suitable for clarifying materials, also 
for the manufacture of hand cleans¬ 
ers.. The volcanic ash produced at 
Waldock Is attracting quite a lot of 
attention on account of Its possibili¬ 
ties as a clarifying muterlal for lards 
and oils, as it acts similarly to tho 
imported fuller’s earth. There nro 
also resources of non-metalllc min¬ 
erals ln the northern part of Saskatch¬ 
ewan, none of which have as yet bec n 
produced owing to Inaccessibility to 
transportation. A stone of good np 
penrance and suitable for building 
purposes is found In tho valley of the 
Saskatchewan River near Saskatoon 
and has been used in tho University 
buildings there. 

Probably tho most Interesting noil- 
metallic in Manitoba amt ono which 
is rapidly creating a reputation 
amongst builders and architects Is the 
building stone being produced at Tyn¬ 
dall, Manitoba, a point on tho main 
lino of tho Canadian Pacific Railway 
30 miles northeast of Winnipeg. This 
stono has been utilized for many 
years In the Western Provinces and 
in such buildings as tho Parliament 
Buildings in Winnipeg and Regina, 
Hie Law Courts and Bank of Hamilton 
in Winnipeg and many others too nu¬ 
merous to mention, and in latter 
years has been used us far west as 
Vancouver and also In the Eastern 
Provinces, ln Quebec, Montreal, Tor¬ 
onto and Ottuwa. Very excellent ex¬ 
amples erf tho uso of this stono are 
seen ln ono of tho largo store build¬ 
ings in Montreal and also in a very 
large apartment block, ln Quebec in 
the interior of the St. Rocli Cathedral, 
and in Ottawa this stone can be seen 
ln the Interior of tlio Parliament 
Buildings. This stone is described as 
a mottled limestone. 

Gypsum is being produced on a 
large scale ln the northern part of tho 
province and Is used ln tho manufac¬ 
ture of wall board and cement In the 
city of Winnipeg.—-Regina Leader. 

Juvenile Delinquency 

Number of Convictions in Canada for 
1926 Is Shewn 

The total number of juvenile delin¬ 
quents convicted ln Canada during 
1926 was 8,8 46, of which number 8,245 
were boys and G01 girls, according to 
a roport Issued by the Dominion Bu¬ 
reau of Statistics. These figures com 
pa ye with a total of 8,739 convictions 
during 1925, of which 8,064 were boys 
and 75 girls. 

In the 19 cities for which figures 
were given tlio boys increased 1.77 
por cent, over 1925, and the girls de¬ 
creased 17 33 per cent. 

Tlio bureau classification shows 
that according to birthplace of de¬ 
linquents and their parents 4.535 of 
the 5,299 convicted of major offence* 
in 1926 wore born ln Canada.
